New York, May 15. 


The steamers Weser and Borussia ar- 
rived this evening,at half-past six from 
Bremen via Southampton, with dates to 
the 3d inst.

It 1s al- 
so reported that Mortara has been taken, 
and that the Sardinians had retreated be- 
fore the Austrians, near the Lake Mag- 
giore. p 

The telegraph lines to Swuzerland haye 
been cut by the Austrians. 

The Austrians are concentrating in 
great masses at Placenza, where a proc- 
Jamation has been issued by the Russian 
Commissioner Extraordinary. A 

Fifteen thousand of the French Impe- 
rial Guaid landed at Genoa, making the 
force there 40,000 men The force at 
Suza 1s also increasing fast. 

Turin, April 30 —The official bulletin 
confirms the passage of the Ticino by the 
Austrians yesterday

FIRE IN THE MWOUNWAING. 


A. moat destructive fre has been fagiag 
amongst ihe pines in the mauntsiaan dur- 
ing the paa week, in which ibpen wen 
were found burned te death, ‘The par- 
tigulars are reported for ua as follows: 

On Wednesday, June 15, Mr. Join 
N. Sapp, a miner, while peospecsing, 
came upon the bodies of three meg bav- 
ing the appear ence of miners oy a pros- 
pecting four, burged to death, their fese 
tures so destroyed by fire, that even their 
own felatives could not have recognized 
them. 

Mr. Sapp, without removing the bodies 
or making auy examination, retarned to 
the mines, some eight mies, and reported 
the news of the set discovery. The 
minets at once appointed a Committee or 
Jury to praceed to the place, accompanied 
by Mr.S., to examine the badies and re- 
port the cause. of their death. 

The Jary consisted of twelve men: 
Mr. R. Sopris, Br. Joseph Casto, J. H. 
Turner, Witliam C. Sqmres, Edward 
Thomp:on, Charles A. Walker, Thomas 
Robison, Thomas McDermit, James Ad- 
dingnuton, Argent Cansuell. Nelson Wel- 
ker, and Marvin Welker. They were 
accompanied by the following who as- 
sisted in burying the bodies, ete.: P. S.
